Jenckes, forest ranger in the Tioga 
district, advocated wider investigation 
of the value of bird life to forests in 
the bulletin 
o f the D epartm ent of 
Forests and W aters, made public to­ 
day. 
Jenckes contends th at there is a 
need for a special type of forest work- 
| er, a naturalist who would be inter- 
i ested In both the trees and the in ­ 
sect and anim al life of the woods. 
From his ow’n* observation Jenckes 
cites the large num ber of injurious 
insects w’hich are consumed by birds. 
One pair of house wrens in feeding 
their young averaged 105 trips 
an 
hour from nearby coniferous trees, 
he said. 
Another instance which he cites, 
is the destruction of an ant hill six 
feet long and 30 inches high. He said 
the birds worked on it for seven suc- 
! cessive days. 
Assisting in the birds in coloniza- 
| tion and giving them protection will 
result in fewer dead trees and a more 
healthy forest condition, Jenckes as­ 
serted.

Eight Pennsylvania highways are 
now’ designated and marked as “Thru 
Traffic" 
highways, 
with 
bouievard 
stops, by the Pennsylvania D epart­ 
m ent of Highways, Secretary James 
Lyall S tuart announced today. T raf­ 
fic “slow’" and "stop" signs will be 
erected on all roads or highways in­ 
tersecting the "Thru Traffic High­ 
ways" on or b e f o r e July 2. and mo­ 
torists about to enter the "Thru T raf­ 
fic Highways” will be required to 
slow’ up and stop in accordance with 
the provisions of the Motor Vehicle 
Traffic Code under a penalty of $10 
fine or five days imprisonment. 
The 
State Highway Patrol under Superin­ 
tendent Wilson C. Price, has been 
given instructions to enforce this pro­ 
vision of the code on the designated 
“Thru Traffic Highways.”
